article on Peace river ap- 


The writer, Mr. E. J. Lawrence, has 
spent 21 years in the country, where 
he has carried on farming most suc- 
cessfully, and is this year taking up 
machinery for a fully equipped flour 
mill which he will erect at Vermilion, 
on the Peace. 

“The great district of Athabasca 
lies north of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, between latitudes 55 degrees and 


60 degrees north and longitudes 100 


to 120 degrees west. The area is about 
280,000 square miles. It is not my 
purpose to enter into details concern- 
ing this great area, of a good deal ‘of 
which there is not much known, ex- 
cept about its numerous lakes and

As the valley of the 
river stretches away to the northeast, 
its elevation gradually becomes less 
reaches the vicinity of the 
Lakes of Athabasca and Great 
Slave lake, where it is only from six to 
seven hundred feet albove the sea. Very 
much might bea said of this vast area, 
comprising about 100,000 squares miles. 
The general reader, however, does not 
care ‘too much for particulars, but this 
ccuntry has been heard of by the out- 
side world; reports have gone abroad 
that the sun shines, the water runs, 

vegetation is abundant, animals roam 
over its surface, and that even man- 
kind is found there.

travel on a large plain,do not,of\ course 
ascend to the shivering pinnacle; but 
when ‘they see their own beautiful do- 
main, it is hard for them to think’ that 
the Creator of all things did not ex- 
haust His power when he made theig:

exist wherein they bave not received 
it all, but that a region large enough 
for an empire has been most beauti- 
fully and wonderously planned and

There are many things to be con- 
sidered in this Tespect, and first is 
that of climate, for on this hang all the 
possibilities.

At school we were taught that at'‘the 
equator the altitude of perpetual snow 
and ice was about 16,000 feet abovel sea 
level, and that as the distance either 
north or south of the equator increas- 
ed, the snow line descended to A lower 
altitude, until somewhere within the 
amtics it was down even to the sea 
level. By a close study of the mapof 
North America we will learn that the 
table-lands east of the Rockies become 
gradually less as one approaches ithe 
north. The elevation in Mexico is 
nearly 10,000 feet, while in the north- 
western States it comes down to near- 
ly half that; and at 49 degrees forth,

vantage. The ranges of mountains 
south are over; a wide area from _ ithe 
coast, with’ their heads covered over 
for (thousands of feet with eternal 
snows.; while between our valley and 
‘the mild influences of the Pacific the 
distance is not great, and the highest 
mountain peak scarcely exceeds 6,000 
feet. The ranges are largely beneath 
the snow line and covered with tim- 
ber and vegetation, instead of ice and 
pnow. Again, what the Gulf Stream 
is to the Atlantic Ocean, so is the (Ja- 
pan Current to the Pacific; that great 
stream, hundreds of miles in width, 
flowing up from the warm watters of 
the south, laden with warmth and 
moisture, passes close on our shore and 


breathes constantly out upon us as it- 


passes withcut having its tempera- 
ture much lowered or its moisture all 
precipitated before it reaches the east- 
ern ‘plain, as is the case farther ‘south, 
where the high mountains take up all 
the moisture from the Pacific breezes 
and leave the country at no distance 
from the coast a desert waste. «The 
Union Pacific railway ‘passes for about 
1.500 miles across what ?s known as/the 
American Desert, and its roadbed is 
for thait distance at a higher elevation 
than our highest mountain peaks. 


“When we were little children we 
liked to get into the sunshine, be- 
ease it was warmer. Sunshine and 
warmth are not far apart. We have 
in June about 18 hours of sunshine, 
and at that time the sun never gets 
far below the horizon, so that light, 
which must accompany vegetation, is 
ours for 24 hours in the day. Such, in 
a general way, is our position. It may 
be seen from this that being even 
1,000 miles nearer the north pole than 
the good people of southern Ontario 
does not necessarily imply that we are 
so very much more boreal in our -sur- 
roundings, out feelings, or our lives.

Thomas Charles  Hedder- 
wick, liberal, member for the 
Northern burghs, muved in the British 
house of commong on the 3rd that in 
the opinion of the house it was desir- 
able in the interests of the empire that 
the colonies should be admitted to 
some represenfation in parliament. 
He said this government was particu- 
larly popular in Canada. Mr. Charles 
Phillips Trevelyan, liberal member for 
the: Elland division, west riding of 
Yorks, suggested that the agents-gen- 
eral of the ecofonies be allowed a voice 


in parliament, but not a vote. , Mr. 
Chamberlain said that if the  ob- 
ject of the promoters of the resoluticqn 
was to make closer the union of the 
colonies with the mother country, 
they could have no more strenuous 

supporter than himself. He doubted,. 
however, whether this object would be 
promoted by an abstract resolutidn 
upon a question of the greatest com- 
plexity. “Such a change,” continued 
the colonial secretary, “must gradu- 
ally come, with the full consent of the 
colonies. No praise could be too high 
for colonial patriotism. Tie colonies 
did not wait for a call, but voluntar- 
ily o*fered their assistance, which was 
gladly accepted. Great as has been this 
aissistanee, and great as has been the 
sa¢rifice, if, under any stress, we 
should call upon the colonies, their of- 
fers would ba immensely greater still. 
And if any demand upon the mother 
country were made by the colonies, 
nothing could be surer than the fav- 
orable reply of parliament.” So far 
the ‘colonies have not made any 
definite suggestion, with respect 
to representations, and I am _ con- 
vinced thait nothing would be more;fat- 
al than a premature discussion of de- 
tails. Ido not think that the time 
Las arrived to suggest to the colon- 
ies the form wnaich imperial unity 
should take. It is absurd: to suppose 
that self-governing colonies like Can- 
ada would sacrifice independence for 
the, sake of a single vcte in the house 


of commons. We are not go- 
ing to interfere in the = do- 
mestic aifairs of ithe colonies, nor 


are they going to interfere in ours.‘T 
have never advocated, as has been re- 
eorted ,the formajtion of an imperial 
zolverein, but I have pointed out that 
if there were to be any kind of fiscal 
arrangement with the colonies, I be- 
lieved the only form that would meet 
with the slightest favor would be an 
imperial zolverein in which there 
would be free trade between portions 
of the empire and duties as against 
strangers. At any rate, the sugges- 
tion must originate with the colonies, 
There is no suggestion from our- 
selves. Mr. Chamberlain concluded by 
staiting that the present resoluticn was 
premature, was necessarily academic 
and might be mischieveus. The reso- 
lution was then withdrawn.

A feature of the 
fompany’s charter is that it will per- 
mit the company to make contracts 
for electric power with the Hamilton 
and Lake Erie Power company speci- 
fically, or other companies. It is 


claimed that. power can be furnished 
in this way at about one-fifth theftost 
of steam power in Pittsburg.

Mafeking. 

Correspondents at Mafeking send 
reports up to March 16. Their tone 
is somewhat more hopeful, especially 
regarding the food supply. One says 
that the problem of feeding the na- 
tives within the British lines has been 
satisfactorily solvec. Another writes 
that the soup kitchens are a great suc- 
bess. Men appointed to inspect 
the food. The natives take the soup 
readily. Everybody will be glad, for 
the sake of the white children, when 
the siege is raised. Supplies are be- 
ing received, but there is a shont age of 
oxtmeal, flour, milk, and sugar. Plenty 
of oats are being ground, but there is 
no apparatus for properly cleaning 
them. There is no indicaition from 
what source the supplies mentioned 
are being received, but the statement 
is welcomed as indicating the ability 
of the garrison to hold out fora 
considerable time longer. The re- 
mainder of the news from Mafeking 
mainly jyepeats incidenis that have 
been made familiar by previous re- 
ports. Nothing more has been heard 
from Coil. Plumer, except a brief offi- 
cial statement from Pretoria that he 
retreated northward with an armored 
train. This apparently refers to his 
withdrawal from Lobatsi.

“I received news late yesterday af- 
noon from Col. Broadwood, 
who was at Thaba Niche, 38 miles 
east of here, that information had 
reached him that the enemy was ap- 
proaching in two forces from the north 
and the east. He stated that if the 
reports prove to be true he would re- 
tire towards the waterworks, seven- 
teen miles nearer Bloemfontein, where 
we had a detachment of Mounted In- 
fantry for the protection of the works. 
Broadwood was told in reply that the 
Ninth Division of Martyicis Mounted 
Infantry would march at daylight to- 
day to support him, and that if he con- 
sidered it necessary he should retire 
from the waterworks. He moved 
there during the night and bivouack- 


ed. At dawn to-day he was shelled by 
the enemy who aitacked on three 
sides. He immediately despatched 


two horse artillery batteries and his 
baggage towards Bicemfontein, cover- 
ing same with his cavalry. Some iwo 
miles from the waterworks the road 
crosses a deep nullah or spruit in 
which, during the night, a force of 
Boers had concealed themselvesi So 
well were they hidden that our lead- 
ing scouts passed over the drift with- 
out discovering them and it was not 
until the wagons and guns were enter- 
ing the drift that the Boers showed 
themselves and ogened fire. Many 
of the drivers of the artillery horses 
were immediately shot down at short 
range and several of the guns were 


captured. The remainder galloped 
away, covered by Robert’s Horse, 
Which suffered heavily. © Meanwhile 


Lieut. Chester Masters, of Reming- 
ton’s scouts, found a passage across the 
spruit unoccupied by the enemy by 
which the remainder of Broadwood’s 
force crossed.

COMMANDEERED BY BOERS. 
W. J. Waike-, of Edmonton, has re- 


ceived a copy of the Scotsman contain- 
ing a letter written by his nephew, 
Francis Walker, formerly a resident 


of the Orange Free State, cut now ef 
Tholotsie, Basutoland. Mr. Walker, 
who was born in the Orange, Free Siate 
but had decidedly pro-British tenden- 


cies, had an exciting time on the 
breaking: out of nostilities. On the 
30th of \Ssptember he was comman- 


decred for active service, ostensibly to 
do patrol duty on the Basutoland bord- 
er to keep the Kaffirs from raiding. 
In charze of a Dutch field cornet he 
with a number of others patrolled the 
n2arly Christmas. They 
were told, so Mr. Walker states in 
his letter, that “No Englishman would 
ba asked to fizht against his own fia- 
tionality.” Later he, with eleven oth- 
ers was ordered to the front to fight 
the British. They refused and were 
sent to Bethlehem as prisoners. A 
few days later they had to appear be- 
inve the president to be disposed of. 
Si4 were tet off but five who were 
Tree State bern were ordered at once 
tu Co -sburg. They were sent off un-

cer armed escort. Describing their 
subsequent adventures Mr. Walker 
writes.: “All the way we were treat- 


ed as prisoners, and we did not igei 
tha best of food, nor enough of fhat 
when we did get it. When wa got to 
Lenekal we heard that the president 
was there on his way to Ladysmith, so 
we went to ask him to _  letms 
do'some other work or send us back: to 
the border. He very angry 
with jus, and told us to goto our duty 
and do it or be shot. He 
gave us an awiui slanging, and told 
us that he did not ask us to #0, but 
he commanded us to go. We then told 
him that our Volksraad member, 
Landdrost, and Landdrost Clerk had 
all wired and written to him about tus 
end asking him to give us some other 
work, ambulance or commissariat. He 
then tosied down a little, and told us 
to go on to Winburg, where we would 
hear from him. We went to Winburg, 
where we received a telegram recall- 
ing us to the Basutoland border. This 
was.on Friday afternoon, and on Sat- 
urday night we got back to Bethlehem. 
On Monday morning we reported our- 
selves, and were ordered to get ready 
to start for Colesberg again on Thurs- 
day.» We took it quietly, and said 
very little, but we were told that it 
was no use trying to get away,as the 
border was so well guarded that a fly 
could not get through. We stayed in 
town Monday and Tuesday, and Tues- 
day night at eight o’clock we quietly 
left and rode as hard as we could ‘for 
Basutoland. In going to the broder 
we had te go through a narrow (pass 
which we knew was guarded. 1 The 
only thing te do then was to leave our 
horses and climb the mountains, which 
we did, leaving horses, saddles, and 
bridles behind. We had a Jong tramp 
before us, and that over mountains. 
We managed to get through the river 
just before sunrise. It had taken us 
five kours to tramp to the river. We 
were indeed thankful to get through 
Thus ended our experience with the 
just Boer.”
